Donaldson dia the same, and appeared satisfied 
to raise no further question. A re-olution was 
then introduced and passed unanimous y 
pledging the support of the party to the nomi- 
necs, and this without protest from Mr. Donald- 
sOn. 

DR. POWELL’S CA8E 
appears still worse from the figures. He was 
beaten in a fie’'d of nine by every candidate 
save one Ont of a poll of abovt 3 80v 
votes he only received 668, while 
the nominees were declared such upon votes as 
follows: James 2538, Fry 1786 and Hillyer 1357 

It will thus be seen that he was beaten by from 
two to four against one by each of the nominees, 
The only good grounds upon which democrats 
can consistently bolt a nomination are fraud 
and corruptien.

In disinfecting we have to accomplish two 
things: Firstly, to destroy the germs, these mi- 
croscopic carriers of most epidemic diseases.
